AMARYILLIS 


BELLADONNA (Callicore Rosea)—Soft pink flowers in large umbels which 
are exquisitely beautiful and very fragrant. Plant in September and 
October in sandy loam with upper surface of the bulb exposed. Six to 
12 large flowers appear in July and August. 3 for $1.55. 

CALIFLORA HYBRIDS—Fine strain of giant-flowered Hybrids. Bulbs potted 
in December and January will flower freely indoors. 3 for $1.75. 


ANEMONE 


Anemones provide exquisite cut flowers of brilliant colors with attractive 
foliage. Best results are obtained by planting in January and February. 
Plant 1% inches deep, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well drained sandy loam.

BLUE POPPY—Afttractive deep violet blue flower; single.

Growing Hyacinths in Water 


Enjoy the sweetness and delicacy of Hyacinths indoors by growing 
bulbs in water during the winter months. The requirements are simple. 
First, clean the root base of larger size bulbs of residue and old roots. 
Fill glass with clean, cool water until the root base is touched, then place 
in cool, dark location until top growth is 4 inches high, about 8 weeks. 
Then remove to north window and add water if necessary.

TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 


This strain of California Begonias we believe to be the finest available. 
The strong tubers produce huge, magnificent flowers of perfect form car- 
ried erect on strong stems. Their requirements are comparatively simple. 
If the soil is heavy or hard, add plenty of leaf mold, peat moss or sand, 
or a mixture of all, so that the ground will be light and porous. Mix 
in a sprinkling of bone meal. Plant in a shaded spot, as in tree shade 
or on the north side of the house, and keep well watered (fine overhead 
sprinkling preferred). To prevent loss of bulbs when planted early or in 
cold or wet ground, start in peat in flats indoors in February or early 
spring; set 3 inches apart, slightly covered. Keep slightly moist in warm, 
well-lighted place until 3 or 4 inches of growth develop, then plant in 
pots or in the garden as desired. 

GIANT CAMELLIA DOUBLE—Large, full double flowers of exquisite form. 
In separate colors of rose, white, apricot, scarlet, yellow, salmon, orange 
pink and mixed. 

GIANT FRILLED—Large, ruffled flowers of very beautiful form. In sepa- 
rate colors of orange, scarlet, white, salmon, apricot, pink and yellow. 

GIANT FIMBRIATA (Carnation)—Full double to the center with each petal 
fringed at the edge. In separate colors of red, salmon, apricot, orange, 
rose, pink, yellow and white. 

LLOYDII (Hanging Basket Type)—Plant several tubers in an 8 or 10-inch 
hanging pot. In separate colors of pink, yellow, white, crimson, orange, 
salmon, rose, apricot.

AGAPANTHUS (Black Lily of Nile) — Large umbels of deep velvety blue 
flowers on tall stems.
